In the national aflembly on the firft of May, M, 
Francois moved, that, owing to the {carcity and en- 
hanced price of printing and writing paper, the ex- 
portation of thofe articles employed in manufactur- 
ing it, be prohibited, leaft defpotifm fhould conquer 
the freedom of the prefs, the palladium of liberty, by 
occafioning a dearth of paper. [This need not be 
apprehended, while a fhirt remains in France. } 

The trifling checks experienced by our troops in 
the onfet, may become ufeful leffons. They will 
learn us not to give credit to rumours raifed by defigne 
ing perfons, who will lofe no opportunity of fpread- 
ing them, efpecially if they are at firk fuccefsful, 
Thefe checks will teach them, that order and dilci- 
pline are the furet methods of obtaining victory.

Lonpon, May 17. 

Some daya ago we Hated an important faa, that 
Buffia and Pruffia meant to attack Poland, and to de- 
ftroy its new conttitution. The mails of yefterday 
confirm the account, and bring ua the following pa 
per, which fhews the confidence they have in the 
king and unanimity of the diet. On the 16th of 
April the Diet paffed a preparative of public defence. 
The preamble fates that ‘ taking God, and all the 
`, people of the earth to witnefa, we do not mean to 
declare war againft any power ; that we hold in the 
greate(t regard the friendfhip and good underftanding 
that has fublified between us and our neighbours, 
and that we are occupied only in maintaining our lib 
erty and independence—and confidering that the ne 
frociations between foreign courts require from us, 
for the guarantee of the territories of the republic, 
of the nation, and of our bappy conftitution, that 
we fhould prepare for our defence, we decree, 

1, That the king fhall exert the power invefted 
in him by the laws, with the greateft activity and 
efficacy, in providing for the defence of the 
nation. 

2, We authorife the king to engage two or three 
foreign generals, and to place them at the head of the 
army, with the rank of commandants in chief, as 
well as experienced officers of artillery and engi-

3. We charge the treafury to negociate a loan, 
at home or abroad, for thirty millions, on a mort- 
gage of the produce of the fale of ftarofties. 

4. We authorile the king to difpofe of all the 
money atifing from this loans as well as what may 
be in the treafury, if war fhould take place, which 
God forbid, in the neceflary defence of the republic, 
under the refponfibility of the minilter.

lowed over the Obio, as far as thehead of Surnfith, 
but the indians being on Horfeback they returned with- 
out coming up with them.—Oua Saturday laft at 
Dilly’s Ration oppofite the mouthof Grave creck, 
the indians came into one of the houfes and kiled four 
and wounded one—the number of indians was fuppo- 
fed to be twenty.—It is thought they will ftrike this 
quarter — To morrow morning I expeét to ftart with 
a party to try to fall in with them.” 

NEWYORK, ‘July 75. 

Extra of a letter from a gentleman at Cape- 
Francois, to bis friend in Baltimore, dated 
June 30. 

“ The people of Port-au-Prince, the 
Mole, and Jeremie, will not accept the de- 
cree of the national affembly. At Port-au- 
Prince they fitted out five cruifers, to pre- 
vent fupplies from being carried into any of 
the out ports; they likewifefent a 20 gun 
fhip, and four fmaller veffels, armed, to the 
Mole, to bring down a general to command 
them.—He accordingly embarked with 300 
volunteers, 500 ftand of arms, and every 
thing in proportion. On his way down he 
was taken by a 74 gun fhip, and carrried 
into St. Marc, with one of the oops ; the 
other three efcaped. I arrived at St. Marc 
the fame day, and the day after the governor 
of Hifpaniola arrived from the Cape, with 
another 74 gun fhip and a frigate, when the 
captive general, Borel, was ortlered into 
elofeconfinement, and all his men. The 
governor then received on board 400 volun- 
teers of St, Marcy andon the zad inftant 


ceffarv, hecould apply ftcam ro perform all the labou 
rious part of the bufinefs. But whatis of more ime >

Quinby 
with afucking child in her arms; fhe was ftruck to 
the floor and there remained fenfelefs until affitlance 
could bs procured, and proper means ufed for her re- 
covery. A phyfician was fent for, who had recourfe 
to bleeding, which had, in fome confiderable meaf- 
ure, thedefired effect, but fhe ftill remains in great 
diftréfs of body, and alternately bas fpafmodic come 
plaints—but there are hopes of her being reftored to 
her former ftate of health.

l will give you a detail of our exoedition agaiat 
Port-au P.ince, On the 22d ult, the commander in 
chief, the natiunal commiflioner, M de Fontages 
and their fuite embarked on board the Jupiter, com- 
manded by M. de la Ville Leons 123 volunteers 
embarked on beard the Boree which we had taken a 
iew days before and which had juft {>'zed two pirates 
trom Port-au-Princee, who were coming to the 
Mute for Mr. Borel, 163 good citizens, yooo mule 
keis, 25000 weight of powder, which reinforce- 
ment was intended for the great and laft effort to rue 
in us, We left St. Marks on the aad at tenin the 
evening. Our two large vefleis were followed by 
four fmaller, and of inferior ttiength—making toge- 
ther a foal: fect. Arnongft the lait mentioned vel- 
iels, was the Agate, a merchantman, fitted out with 
20 guns by Port au-P:ince, and whicn he had taken 
a tew days before our departure, 

The winds were extremely unfavorable to us,—= 
The lait night we were at fea, we experiesced much 
bluwing weather, which was the more dangerous as 
we were obliged to beat up between the Arcadins & 
the rocks of Gouave. The night was extremely ' 
dark, the wind violent, fhoals 10 the right and left, 
every curcumitance made us fear a fhipwreck, whick 
mutt have occafioned a total ruin of the colony. The 
metchaatmen J jut mentioned, run down and fank 
the brig Caitor. We have fortunately faved the 
cew, ail except three negroes who were afleep, and 
did not wake with the fhock the vefi experienced.

es On the night before the ation, this advanced 
yard made a moft daring and fuccefsful expedition 
or forage, in which, as in many others, they were 
followed, but not interrupted by the enemy. 

« On the morning of the 234, atday-break, M, 
Gouvion was attacked at Hampbine, near Florreane, 
by a fuperior force, collected from {everal parts. His 
party confifted of two battalions of Volunteers, two 
regiments of infantry of the line, one of light in- 
fantry, fix {quadrons of horfe chafleurs, and one 
company of huffars, in all lefs than four thoufand 
men. ‘They had with them eight four pounders. 

& The cnemy, more than double in number, had 
their train of artillery, leveral pieces of caanon, and 
fome obufiers 5 but notwithftanding this difpropor- 
tion, M. de Gouvion would not leave the fizid un 
contefted. 

«© The auftrian advanced guard was twice re- 
pulfed by a detachment of light infantry, with the 
grenadiers of the 55th, and a fquadron of the 11th, 
under the orders of the fecond licutenantcolonel, who, 
upon the third attack, retired into the village of Sr, 
Aubin, where he was joined by two companies of 
volunteer grenadiers, During the defence of this 
village, M. Gouvion perceiving the great fuperiority 
of the enemy, fent off his baggage towards Philipf- 
ville, except twenty tents, which were lefte for want 
of the means of cartying them, 

«a The two armies cannonaded each other for 
fome time, and, asa column of the enemy had arriv- 
ed upon the right of our pofition, and had eftablith- 
ed batteries there, M. Gouvion to prevent their pour- 
ing upon the ravine, placed upon his flank the sath 
and 3d regiments of chaffeurs, and a company of 
the 6th. Thefe fquadrons continued expofed co the 
fre cf cannon and obufiers with the moft tranquil 
courage 3 but as the enemy fcemed to be prepared 
in peeat force to gain the ravine, which feparated them 
from the infantry, the volunteer battalions of Cote

‘J his 
fcience ia exactly fimilar to the feience of natural philo 
lophy, in which, litte or nothing can be known, with- 
out a&tyal obfervation ; without a clear knowledge 
of caufes, fubjedte and effects, in all their vaft variety 
of comħinations— It is evident, that few men wil be 
found to poffefa fuch an extent & variety of knowledge. 
The deficiency muft be fupplied by the knowledge which 
individuala may acquire, of particular parts, Each 
will have acquired a degree of knowledge of thofe 
matters, in which he is molt converfant, He whole 
circle id life is more confined, will be more confined in 
his knowledge. He, who is ledto att ina more exten 
five circle, comprehending a greater variety of inter- 
efs, manners, and fentiments, will have a more exten: 
five knowledge, a greater fund of that information, 
which is neceffary in legiflation, 

No oneinterelt ought to be neglefed, or facrificed 
toanother, No profefion of men, no clafe of citizens 
ought to be preferibed, no fingle intereft to engrofs the 
dire(tion of the national meafures.

It appears that very great fermentation has pre- 
vailed in the national affembly of France, occakoned 
principally by affertions, that an auftrian club exited 
in Paris, who were determined to carry off the king ;

carried. The guard was henceforward to ba compo- 
fed of national troops, 

Riots on various pretences have taken place in fe- 
veral parts of England.

onies ; the council and aflembly of St, Vincent are 
induced to folicit a correfpondence with the council 
and aflembly of the feveral windward and leeward 
iflands, in orderto adopt proper meatures for puaid 
ing againft the dangers which threaten them, and of 
deprecating, with their united voices, the ruin which 
muĝ inevitably fall on thefe devoted colonies, if the 
oppreffive and unconftitutional fyfem now in contem- 
plation by the mother country, fhould be perfifted 
in. The objects which engrofs their immediate atten- 
tion, and which they fabmic to the confideration of 
the council and affembly of the different iflands, are 
contained in the following refolutions : 

“* Firft, They feel it particularly incumbent upon 
them, in the prefent political ftate of affairs, to infitt 
upon their rights to internal legiflation in all matiezs 
relating to the internal government of the colony. 

& Secondly They, confider thefe iflands entitled 
to a full recompence from Great-Britain for whatever 
laffes they futtain in confequence of either a gradual 
or total abolition of the flave trade. 

_* Thirdly, They feel themfelves at all times en- 
titled te effectual prote@ion from the mother country, 
and they conceive it effentially neceflary, the protec- 
tion now offered to them fhould be increafed, inafinuch 
as the internal fecuricy ef the colonies are greatly en- 
Wangered by the queftions agitated in the parliament 
of Great- Britain, 

“* Fourthly, They confider themfelves juttified in 
expreffing, in the moft uncquivocal terms, their a- 
ftonifhment and indignation at the uncanftitutiona! 
and oppreffive meafures adopted by the britifh parlia- 
ment, for reducing the price of britith fugars at the 
britia market, far below the price the fugars of the
